29. 1814. 
It was lo have a capital of 7,000 shares of st<x*k, of tho par value of 
$50 a share, making its capital stock whim paid in full 8350,000.00. 


Its first Board of Directors met May 20, 1*14. 
Alexander Cobean was elected the first President and John ll. 
McPherson the first Cashier. 
The business of tin* Iwnk was con­ 
ducted in the house of the < ashier from tile day the bank opened 
until April, 1909 
Nev IO, l*i>4, th*' stockholders voted to change from a State 
to « National Bank 
The 
new Association is the C ettysburg 
National Bank. 
Tile capital stork is 114.’ . 150, or 2,903 shares of the par value 
of $50 a share. 
The charter is dated Nov. 1*04. 
The first election was held 
Jan. IO, 1*05, and William Mc Sherry, Henry Wirt, Win. D Himes, 
W a. Young. James J. W ills, George Swop*', Lewis M. Metter, 
Marcus Sam pan and David Kendlehart were elected tile first 
Board of Directors. 
George S^ ojh was elected President anti J. 
D. Carson, Cashier. 
The new bank is built on the lot of ground on which was loca­ 
ted tile anginal bank building 
The lot fronts tut feet on York 
street and runs back to an alley IM * d feet. 
The ground was own­ 
ed by John B. McPherson from 1014 t*» l*5s, when it was purchas­ 
ed by the bank. 
The new bank building is 45 feet front, "0) feet deep and 32 
feet high to tile aj*x.

The walls of the corridors have a base of Verde Antique V er­ 
mont green marble and wainscoting of 7 feet of Alabama Cream 
marble, with a cornice of 9 inches of South African mahogany.
